IRELAND'S TROUBLES. 
ese Dublia, Jane 29. 

"De Valera hus issued a “Hatement in which ne declares that 
England’s threat of war was alone responsille for the  preseit 
situation’ in Dublin. The men, who ere now attacked by the 
Provisional Government’s forces preferred. to die rather than yield 
to threat. They were the best and bravest ef the Irish nation and 
would lova 
pressed, b 
abandoned under the lash cf an alien Government. 

London, Jtne 29. 
Tre situation in Dublin may be corapared to the rebellizn of 
aster 2916. Messages from Dublin after midnight stated that 
fighting was continuing. The Free State trazps had ‘tompletety 
surrounded the Four Courts. The. Irregulars were driven out of 
Fowler Hall and took up fresh positions. A proclamation issued 
frm the Four Courts last evening says “The Republic is fighting 
for life, Citvens defend tne Re; ic. The enemy is the old 
. England. using ‘new weapons lemt her, to their shame, by 
tre ore to the Republic in our midst. Churchill has, cracked the 
whip and ordered the Provisional Government to attack the Four 
Courts. His Pree State agents have cbeyed. Shame cn them! 
The Republicans wili defend the Republic to the death.” 

It is stated that Industrial Workers of the World. or Com: 
munists, who have the hall behind Fowler Hall, are cc-operating 
with the Irregulars and have fortified their hall. : 

It is ulso reported that. Repmblican cutbreaks occurred in 
various places in South Ireland. Evidently, the Provisional Gov- 
ernment is abcut to take drastic measures to end tae raids by 
Trregulars on the Derry-Donegal border. There isa large con- 
centrati:n of Free State troops’ at Buncrana. Major-General 
Mo Keown has arrived at Drambte Castle, headquarters of the 
Regalar troops in that district. : 

Field guns and trench. mortars were still bornbarding the Four 
Courts at 8 oclock this morning, the fring being night-l:ng and 
accompanied by: sharp machine gun and. rifle firing. Owing to 
the activities of snipers in varios parts of the city, the caaualties hi- 
therto have been 15 killed and 37 wounded. They are largely civilians. 
The csaualties among the rebels are not known.’ White the Four 
Courts are the centre of hostilities—the cperations there assuming 
the character of an investment—the. mest menacing feature for 
the citizens is the fact that the rebels, who retreated from 
Fowler Hall are developing guerilla activities. They are co-operat- 
ing with comrades, believed to be in ecretderable strength through- 
out the city. in operations from commandeered hotels, shéps . and 
dwetling-houses, also in ambushes. 

None of the rebels have uniforms. ‘The Free Stste troops are 
driving to and from the barracks et Beggarsbush. Yesterday 
evening they custantly. fasilladed. ope. quarter which was 
notorious for troubles in 1921. News from the country is uncertain 
as Dublin is isolated, but it is known that the rebels sre -oceupy- 
ing the Round Tower Hil} commanding Drogheda whith has been 
invested by Free Staters. -Generzt Bryan Mahon, from Dublin, 
interviewed at Holyhead. estimcted that the attacking force as 
from 1,200 to 1,500, and stated that i¢ wes constantly being reinforced 
from the country.

The second 
fact was that industria? combina- 
tion had resulted, and must al- 
most necessarily result, in politi. 
esl combination if we were trying 
to contro) collective bargaining 
in politics, ond that this 
was putting & strain on repres- 
entative goveromsant ‘of which 
the Isst genarstion scarcely 
dreamed. In the concluding 
lecture st Oxford he tried to 
show how this strain could be 
lessened by going back to the old 
idex of liberal education as tho 
education for the exercise of 
freedom. A technically taught 
™mso Was one who was trained 
for his business; a liberally edu- 
cated man was ono trained for 
the work of a citizan, for babits 
of self-reliance, and for ‘the 
exercise of independent judgment 
in pablic affairs. 

Dr. Hadley said that in all 
parts of Engtand he enjoyed the 
warmest welcome, He had al- 
ways had pleasant experiences 
of British hospitality, but what 
bad happened this time exceeded 
ther all. The average British uo- 
Gergraduate Dr. Hadley thought. 
very tike the undergraduates of 
the Eastern colleges in America, 
which were old enough t>, bave 
student traditions of their own. 
They saemedmore alike after the 
war than before it. The diffzr- 
ence batween tha student tifa of 
the older English Universities 
and the American Universities 
was probably not greater than 
the differenca between Oxford 
and Cambridge. 

Englend, he declared, ander- 
stood America « great deal better 
thao she did 20 years ags. The 
chief misconception he found was 
an under-estimate of the diffcol- 
ties to which American statesmen 
were subject. For example, he 
found that there was a feeling 
that the United States. kept out 
of the Genoa Conference because 
they did not want to tako their 
fall share: of the burdens of the 
situation, whereas the fact was 
that America stayed out because 
by going in officially at the pres- 
ent juncture it was thought that, 
rightly or wrongly, she wonld 
lessen hor power to help. Wheo 
the prelimivary negotiations had 
reached # state wheteopen con. 
ference seemed: likely to help 
instead of hurt, America could 
be relied on to take her part. The 
better understanding between 
Britain snd America was due]. 
partly to personal contact 
theaugt diplomatic’ representa. 
tives like Lord Bryce, partly to 
fighting side by side in the war,, 
and partly to common problema.

Remerober that the duties of 
the President have multiplied 
enormously within the Inst decade. 
They are now so multitarious, so 
burdensome, that they are calcu- 
lated to overwhelm any man of 
only ordinary stamina. 


Is it not time to consider bow 
the duties attached to the pres- 
idency could be greatly lightened 

. without deranging our present 
system of Government? 


My suggestion would be that 
the office of Vice-President be 
made equivalent to that office in 
a large business organization.

The aim should mot bs to cut 
down the powersof the President, 
but to enable bim to cut down his 
tasks by giving him a grorking 
Vice-President instead of an 
ornamental one. : 

A rearrangement of the kind 
suggested could be effected with. 
out reducing in aby way the re- 
sponsibilities, the accountability 
of the President of the proper ed- 
ministration of bis duties. There 
would bo na question of. divided 
authority, only divided duties.
